In one case the hard, cold, metalic, 
musical mechanician demurred at any- 
thing she could style an interpolation or 
change of original score; on the other 
hand, a perception, in some degree, of 
the sgirif, rather than the Jeter, of har- 
mony, enabled the other critic, who might 
more justly and reasonably be called a 
grateful and sympathetic disciple of ge- 
nius, to respond to the electric thrill which 
always vibrates through an atmosphere 
pervaded with a subtle force, generated 
only when combinations of sound are 
effected by a performer who transcends 
en stereotyped limits of technical exacti-

one is accustomed to hear produce the 
rather disagreeable effect of thunder on 
a nervous ear, and this rumbling noise 
causes aversion rather than promotes de- 
lights.

If you 
succeed in reaching an unusually high 


goal or summit of attainment, you will
